A method for ^eve-^-e-i-fe-l-Y 
inhibiting e^krt4 : i^ angiogenesis in 

mammals, comprising administering to a subject a pharmaceutical 
composition, which comprises leptin, or a homologue or derivative 
thereof which retains activity substantially similar to wild type 
leptin , and optionally, an inhibitor of angiogenesis, in a 
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suitable dosage form and by a suitable route of administration to 
inhibit angiogenesis by inducing angiopoietin-2 (Ang-2) .

11 (Currently amended). The method of claim [[9]] 12 , 
wherein the inhibitor of angiogenesis is a VEGF inhibitor. 

12 (New) . The method of claim 9, wherein said 
pharmaceutical composition comprises an inhibitor of 
angiogenesis . 

13 (New) . The method of claim 9, wherein said homologue 
has 80% sequence identity with the sequence of leptin. 

14 (New) . The method of claim 9, wherein said homologue 
has 90% sequence identity with the sequence of leptin. 

15 (New) . The method of claim 9, wherein said 
derivative has one or more chemical moieties attached to leptin. 

16 (New). The method of claim 15, wherein said one or 
more chemical moieties attached to leptin are water soluble 
polymers . 

17 (New) . The method of claim 16, wherein said water 
soluble polymers are polyethylene glycol that form pegylated 
derivatives of leptin. 
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18 (New) . The method of claim 9, which inhibits 
angiogenesis in adipose tissue. 
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
